Mr. Carlisle said: 
Mr. Speaker: It is not my pur- 
pose now to discuss the general ques- 
tion involved iu the proposition to re- 
monetize silver by restoring it to the 
ige and making the silver dollar 
it of value and a legal tender in 
the payment of debt. I had intend- 
to say something upon the subject if 
extended debate had been permitted 
by the House, but under the present 
circumstances I shall coQfin emv re- 
marks strictly to ' the amendments 
proposed by the Senate and reserve 
for a future occasion, if one should 
', what I have to say concerning 
the principal matter of controversy 
between the advocates and opponents 
of remonetization. 

The gentleman from Ohio [Mr 
Ewiug] has taken a glocray and des- 
pondeut view of the situation in 
which these Senate amendments, ii 
concurred in by the House, v. ill leave 
the question of remonetization and fi 
nancial relief. He anticipates no re 
lief whatever from the passage of the 
measure in its present form, and he 
intimates very clearly that in his 
opinion it would be simply a fresh 
triumph of the wrong over the right, 
of the money power over the peo- 
ple." I do not agree with the gentle- 
man in these views, and I think it can 
be clearly shown that they are the re 
suits of a total misconception of tbe 
true meaning and effect of the pro- 
posed amendments, especially the 
d one, it will be necessary to 
ler for a moment the provision 
of the original bill as it passed thi 
House. Omitting the repeal claus 
at the end of the bill, which was a! 
together unnecessary, it contained 
only three substantive propoeitiens. 

The first was that there should be 
coined at the mint of the United 
StateB 6ilver dollars of the weight of 
grainB troy of standard silver; 
the Second was that such dollars, 
together with all silver dollars hereto- 
fore coined by the United States of 
like weight and fineness, should be 
a legal tender, at their nominal value, 
for all debts and duties, public and 
private, except where otherwise 
provided by contract; and the third 
was that any owner of silver bullion 
might deposit same at any United 
States mint or assay office and have 
it coined into dollars for his benefit 
upon the same terms and conditions 
as gold bullion is deposited for coin- 
age under existing laws. The Senate 
has not touched either the first or 
second proposition, except to make 
a slight verbal alteration iu the sec- 
oud, which does not in fact change 
its meaning to any extent. But it 
has struck out the free-coinage clause 
entirely and substituted in its place a 
provision which requires the Secrets- 
ry of the Treasury to purchase the 
silver bullion on account of the Gov- 
ernment and have it coined at the 
rate of not less than $2,000,000 worth 
nor more than $4,000,000 worth per 
month. 

This is tbe amendment whi 
the minds of some of our 
with such gloomy forebodings and 
excites such a fierce and determined 
spirit of opposition that there is a dis- 
posure among Bome of them to de- 
feat the whole measure rather than 
accept this as a part of it. Now, Bir, 
while this amendment is objectionable 
to me in Borne respects, I am constrain- 
ed to say that it is not so ou account 
of its repudiation of the free-coinage 
provision of the original bill; and I 
will state as briefly as possibh 
reasons which compel me to take this 
view of the subject. 

Prior to the 14th day of January, 
we did not have unlimited free-coin- 
age of either metal in this country. 
The old silver dollar of 412*. grains 
had been dropped litem the coinage 
by the act of February 12, 1873, and 
had been entirely demonetized by the 
adoption of the Revised Statutes in 
June. 1874, while the legal charge for 
converting standard gold bullion into 
coin was one- fifth of 1 per cent. 
Free coinage of gold was provided 
for by the second section of the re- 
sumption act and was one of the de- 
vices adopted by the promoters and 
managers of the destructive scheme 
to make it popular with the bullion 
dealers and to increase the produc 
tion of gold coin with which to re- 
deem and destroy the legal-tender 
notes. 

The first section of the act which 
allowed the free coinage of gold 
authorized and required the Secretary 
of the Treasury, as rapidly as prac- 
ticable, to caused to be coined at the 
mints of tbe United States Bilver 
coins of the denominations of 10, 26, 
and B0 cents, of standard value, and

equal number iiud amount of frac- 
tional currency of similar deuomina- 
ions, but uo provision was made for 
the free coinage of this sudsiduarv 
c.irrency. By the joint resolutiin 
of July 22, 1876. the coinage of au 
additional amount of silver was au- 
thorized, so as to make the whole, to- 
gether with the fractional currency 
outstanding, amount to not more 
than the sum of $50,000,000. Under 
these laws the Government has pur- 
chased the silver bullion and coined 
it on its own account, and consequent- 
ly we have had an oportunity to as- 
certain the difference in favor of 
Government and the people at large 
between that system and a system of 
free coinage such as contemplated by 
this bill as it passed the House. 

The Director of the Mint in his 
last report states that from Jan. 187B, 
when the coinage of the subsidiary 
silver commenced, to October, 1877, 
there had been purchased 28,707,634.- 
67 fine ounces, or 31,897,371.73 stand 
nces, of silver bullion at the 
price of $34,118,973.26 being an aver- 
ige of 118.8 cents per ounce fine, and 
:hat thin bullion at the coining rate 
of $1.24.4168 per standard ounce wil' 
produce $39,685,688. Here, the i, is t 
gniorageor gain to the Govern 
nt during tbe period mentioned of 
system of 
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and a half millions of dollars 
would have gone directly into the cof- 
fers of the holders and speculators in 
>r bullion, and besides that the 
Government would have prepared 
their coin for them at an expense of 
several million dollars more. Under 
the free-coinage provisions of the 
House bill the foreign holders of the 
demonetized silver of Germany won d 
have the right to flood our miuts uitlt 
it, and have it coined into dollars 
for their own benefit at the expense of 
our Government and people. 

The overloaded taxpayers of this 
country, already Btaggering and sink- 
ing under the burdens imposed upon 
them by unwise legislation, would 
have been subjected by that provision 
to a new exaction of several millions 
of dollars annually to pay for coin- 
ing the bullion of capitalists at home 
and abroad. I can not become the 
advocate of such a system, either as 
to gold or silver, and although my 
vote was given for the bill as it pass- 
ed the House under a suspension of 
the rules, with this feature in it, I did 
not approve of it. and then hoped 
that it would be amended in the Sen 
ate. 

The mints of the United States arc 
■operated at the expense of the whole 
people, and therefore they should be 
operated for the benefit of the whole 
people. If, on account of a difference 
between the market value of the bull- 
ion and the legal value of the coin 
there is a seiguorage or gain in the 
process of coining, the Government 
should have the benefit of it; and if. 
as in the case of gold at the present 
time, there is no such difference, the 
holder or the bullion who wants it 
converted into coin should be requir 
ea to pay at least enough to defray 
the expenses of tbe operation. The 
great mass of the people neither owu 
bullion nor metal requiring free coin- 
age, so that the provisions of the

AWFUL CYCLONE. 

TERRIBLE LOSS OF LIFE AND 
PROPERTY.

Sherman, Tex., May 17.— A terrific 
cyclone struck this city at 4:30 o'clock 
Friday afternoon, killing many peo- 
ple and doing much damage to prop- 
erty. The path of the deBtroyer was 
150 yards wide. It struck the city at 
the west end of Poet Oak creek and 
swept in a westerly direction for sev- 
eral blocks and then Bpread and spent 
its force. The track of the cyclone is 
a gruesome sight, the devastation be- 
ing complete. Houses, trees, fences, 
and, in fact, everything in its path- 
way were destroyed. The loss of life 
will probably be 150, with as many 
more bruised and wounded. 

When the first blast of the cyclone 
was felt at Justin, in Denton county, 
more than 100 miles from Sherman 
men, women and children were wholly 
unprepared for it. J ustin was the 
first town to feel the blast. The work 
of ruin was quickly accomplished 
there. 

From there the cyclone swept 
northeast through Herald, Denton, 
thence to Mingo, to G ripple Springs, 
and on to Mustang. A hundred miles 
was traveled in an hour. small 
settlements along the line Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas railroad, north 
of Denton, all suffered. Elmwood 
was lashed and then the village of 
Howe. The southeast end of Sher- 
man received the full force of the 
storm, which, while sweeping over 
Denton county, and a part of Gray- 
son, seemed to have gathered new 
fury and to have wreaked the worst 
of its r uin on this city.

Mr. M. L. Anderson, a brakeman on 
freight train No. 64, on this division of 
the L. & N. . md, fell from his train 
and was run o..'«r by the car wheels 
and crushed to death in the southern 
suburbs of this city about 2 o'clock 
Friday morning.

Eddyville. Ky.. May 15— The big 
four story brick shop and frame 
broom factory iu the branch peniten- 
tiary walls were destroyed by fire last 
night. The shops were occupied by 
the Southern Shoe Company, Central 
Broom Company and the Eddyville 
Wagon Material Company. Loss to 
these companies" is estimated at $100,- 
000, and to the State of at least $76,- 
000, The fire was first discovered in 
the boiler and engine room and is 
supposed to have been started by 
some convict.

The army rules, says Engineering 
Mechanics, are that two-inch ice will 
sustain a man' or properly spaced in- 
fantry; four-inch ice wlilcarry a man 
on horseback, or cavalry, or light 
guns; six-inch ice, heavy field guns 
such as 80-pounders; eight-inch ice, 
a battery of artillery, with carriages 
and horses, but not over 1,000 pounds 
per square foot on sledges, and ten- 
inch ice sustains an army or an in- 
numerable multitude. On 15-inch 
ice railroad tracks are often laid and 
operated for months, and ice two 
feet thick withstood the impact of a 
loaded passenger car after a 60 foot 
fall (or, perhaps, 1,300 foot tons", but 
broke under that of the locomotive 
and tenderer, perhaps, 3, 000 foot 
tons).

Col. Lud- 
low, in his experiments in 1881, on 
6-12 inch cubes, found 292 to 889 
pounds for pure hard ice and 222 to 
820 pounds for inferior grades, and 
on the Delaware river 700 pounds 
for clear ice and 400 pounds or less 
for ice near the mouth, where it is 
more or less disintegrated by th«.

ments of Gcowskl gave 208 pounds; 
those of others 310 to 320 pounds. 
The tensile strength was found by 
German experiments to be 142 to 
pounds per square inch The 
shearing strength is given at 75 to 
119 pounds per square inch 'the 
average specific gravity of ice is .92.

PAWNSHOPS IN GERMANY. 

Many of Them Are Under Govern- 
ment Management and Control. 

There is a royal pawnshop in Ber- 
lin, there are state pawnshops, ducal 
pawnshops, county pawnshops, city 
or municipal pawnshops and private 
pawnshops, says Tid-Bits. The 
municipal and private pawnshops 
may both exist in the same town. 
The rate of interest was fixed by a 
law passed in 1881 at not more than 
24 per cent, per annum on loans 
under 30 marks, and not over 12 per 
cent, on larger sums. 

ki Berlin the pawnshop is a royal 
institution, and is not allowed to 
make a profit. Its surplus goes to 
charitable purposes. At Hanau no 
interest is charged on loans up to 
three marks if the articles are re- 
deemed within six days. At Hof, in 
Baden, people are allowed to raise 
money, giving as security the receipt 
of their wages two or three weeks 
ahead. 

At Weimar and Hanau anonymous 
pawning is the rule. No names 
asked and no address is given. Pro- 
vision is niade at Memel for mer- 
chants depositing goods" in time of 
temporary embarrassment. 

At Bautzen raw wool is received 
in pledge. At Bromberk military ac- 
countrements are excluded from the 
articles which may be pawned. The 
pawnshops at DetmaJd will not re- 
ceive articles in pawn from servants 
without consent of their masters. 
At Altenberg and one or two other 
places no one is allowed to pawn ar- 
ticles of more than 200 marks' value 
without the consent of the town 
council. 

Although private pawnbrokers ex- 
ist alongside the municipal institu- 
tions, in many towns the latter re- 
fuse to do business with the former. 
Second-hand dealers and pawn- 
brokers are especially prohibited 
from resorting to the municipal 
pawnshops. A salutary regulation 
against dealing with pawn tickets is 
frequently enforced. The rate of in- 
terest fluctuates a great deal in Ger- 
many, and is highest for small sums 
loaned for short periods. The aver- 
age is about 12 per cent, and on 
loans issued against securities 4 or 5 
per cent-

In it were several 
men and a quantity of potatoes, 
eggs, milk and penguin skins. The 
men offered the fresh produce and 
the skins in trade, saying they 
wanted clothing, tea, rice, sugar 
and flour from the ship's stores in 
exchange for the articles they 
brought from their island home. 
They told the captain that they de- 
pended on passing vessels for the 
provisions they named and for cloth 
ing, and that the inhabitants of the 
islands were in dire distress, 
cause for six months not a boat had 
succeeded in hailing a ship. 

The c aptain of the Dartford lowered 
into the boat some flour and 
and tea and other groceries, and 
also some canned goods. Then the 
men begged for clothing for women, 
and particularly for corsets, hair- 
pins and ribbons. As the Dartford 
carried no such articles among her 
stores the ladies of Tristan d'Acunha 
must go corsetless and permit their 
hair to float in the breeze, not con- 
fined even by ribbons. 

The population of the island of 
Tristan d'Acunha, as reported to the 
captain of the Dartford by the men 
in the boat is 60, the women out- 
numbering the men in the propor 
tion of three to one. Therefore there 
are 45 women and 15 men— that 
means 30 unmated women. The 
group consists of three tiny volcanic 
isles, Tristan, the largest, being 
seven miles in diameter, in the cen- 
ter being a mountain 7,600 feet high, 
inaccessible, about two miles across, 
and Nightingale island, a baby islet, 
just big enough to hold two hills. 
The islands have been under the 
British flag since 1816, though, as 
the men in the boat told the master 
of the Dartford, no European gov- 
ernment has paid any attention to 
them in the memory of any of the in- 
habitants. When Napoleon was at 
St. Helena, 1,300 miles distant, 
British garrison wat stationed on 
Tristan, but was withdrawn after 
the death of the exile. Corporal 
William Glass, his wife and family, 
and two private soldiers, were per- 
mitted to remain on the island when 
the garrison was withdrawn. The 
population had increased, to 60 peo- 
ple, some of the accessions being due 
to shipwreck and some to desertions 
from whaling vessels. 

The captain of the Dartford r<>- 
por#d to the Miowera no explana- 
tion of the extraordinary majority of 
women, but as his parting bit of in- 
formation he related that the men 
who sought the corsets, the ribbons 
and the hairpins told him that the 
latest addition to the population of 
the island was the second mate of the 
wrecked vessel Allen Shaw, who was 
washed upon the rocky shore. He 
was seized by the women and mar- 
ried before he was dry.

Now there is not one word here 
about the issue of bonds, and not one 
ord about "surplus revenues." Ou 
:ie contrary, the m 'uey for the pur- 
_ ose of the bullion is appropriated— 
actually a,ud unconditionally appro- 
priated out of the Treasury— just pre 
cisely as money is appropriated from 
time to time by Congress to support 
the Army aud Navy and to defray the 
ordinary expenses of the Government. 
It is not a questiou of construction, 
for there is absolutely nothing to be 
done except to abide by aud execute 
plain language aud command ol 
the law. There is no sort of ainbig- 
tv in the provision, and it might as 
well be contended that the Secretary 
can issue bonds and increase the in- 
debtedness of the Government to pay 
the salary of the President or of mem- 
bers of Congress, or his own salary, 
as that he can do so for the purpose 
of purchasiug silver bullion under 
this bill when it becomes a law; aud 
might as well be contended that 
he can not pay out appropriations 
made for the support of any branch 
of the public service unless there are 
surplus revenues as that he can only 
pay for bullion in money when there 
are surplus revenues. In all cases the 
appropriates are made in the same 
terms, that is, "out of any money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated," which means out of any fund 
not specifically appropriated or ded- 
icated to some other purpose.

It will be observed at once that 
the whole extent of the authority con 
f erred upon the Secretary of the 
Treasury by that act was to use the 
surplus revenues uot otherwise appro- 
priated aud to issue and sell any of 
the classes of bonds specified in the 
refunding act, for the purpose of pro- 
curing coin — not bullion, not some- 
thing to be thereafter coined at the 
miuts— but money already coined 
and fitted for the purposes of resump- 
tion. This clause was enacted for a 
specific and well understood purpose, 
to provide for the accumulation of a 
fund in coin for use iu redeemiug the 
the legal tender notes. It has no re- 
lation whatever to the mints or coin- 
age. What was the meaning of the 
word "coin" at that date when used 

a statute or contract? Unquestion- 
ably it meant legal coiu, the standard 
of value, the lawful metallic money 
of the couutry, which at that time was 
gold alone iu all cases where the con- 
tract or statue had reference tc 
amounts exoeediug $5, because silver 
had been demonetized and degraded 
to a subsidiary coiu. 

The object of that act th. 
obtain aud preserve a fund in gold 
for the purpose of resumption. It is 
certainly true if this bill should be 
come a law the silver dollars provid 
ed for may go into the Treasury, aud 
if they are held there when the day 
of resumption arrives ihey may be 
lawfully used for that purpose. But 
they will not go there under tho act 



of January 14, 1875; they will go 
there under this bill, and by an alto- 
gether different process from that 



provided by the resumption law. 

As already stated, the resumption 
act provided for the creation and ac 
cumulation of a special fuud for a 
special purpose— the redemption and 
retirement of the legal-tender curreu 
cy— and whatever coiu has been 01 
may be procured under that act bj 
the use of surplus revenues, or by the 
issue aud sale of bonds, is dedicated 
to that one object. But the bill and 
amendments now under consideration 
do not provide for the creation of 
such a fund or for an addition to 
such a fund. Under this bill, if it 
shall become a law with the Senate 
amendments, all the money appro- 
priated for the purchase of bullion 
will come back again into the Treas 
ury, augmented by the seigniorage, 
as rapidly as the bullion is converted 
into coiu. It will come back in the 
form of receipts from the mints and 
profits ou coinage, and will constitute 
a part of the general revenue of the 
Government, just as receipts from the 
excise taxes, from sales of public 
lands, and from other sources now 
do. It will not constitute a special 
fund for resumption purpose, or for 
any other particular purpose, but will 
be at all times subject to appropria- 
tion by Congress for all the uses of 
the Government, and will be paid out 
daily as legal-tender notes and na- 
tional-bank notes are now paid out 
by the disbursing officers of the 
Treasury Department: and I venture

from this time the gentlemen from 
Ohio notwithstanding his assertion 
that the silver dollars will be hoarded 
iu the Treasury, will see them begii 
ning to circulate in every part of the 
country. 

I do not wish to be understood 
taking the position that the Secretarv 
of the Treasury may not acquire and 
use silver coin for the purpose of 
suming specie payments in case the 
resumption law shall not be repealed, 
for I maintain no such proposition. 
My purpose is Bimply to show that 
the Senate amendment, which pro- 
vides for coinage on Government ac- 
counts, affords him no more aid or 
facilities in that respect than would 
be afforded by a system of perfectly 
free and unlimited coinage on private 
account, Under either system he 
might acquire the silver coin for that 
purpose in two ways. First, by set- 
ting it apart out of any surplus rev- 
enues that might come into the Treas- 
ury: and, secondly by issuing bonds 
and selling them for coin — not bul- 
lion — in the market. Every gentle- 
man who reflects upon the subject 
will, I think, acknowledge that his 
right to acquire silver coin by these 
methods, and his opportunity to ac- 
quire it, would be precisely the same 
under the House bill as under the 
Senate amendment, and if this be so, 
the attempt to draw a contrast be- 
tween the two measures ic this respect, 
and to convince the people that they 
have been again thwarted and cheat- 
ed, must certainly fail, and ought to 
be abandoned. 

One other thing ought to be borne 
in mind in this connection. If the 
Secretary of the Treasury has the 
right, as the gentleman from Ohio ap- 
pears to think he has, to issue bonds 
for the purchase of silver bulliou to 
be coined for resumption purposes, it 
is clear that all such purchases and 
all such coinage must be in addition 
to the purchases and coinage author- 
ized aud required by the amendment 
under consideration, because all such 
purchases and coinage must take 
place under a different law, and for a 
different object from that contem- 
plated by this amendmeut. 

This measure is not an amendment 
to the resumption act. It is entirely 
new aud independent legislation up- 
on a different subject and for a dif- 
ferent purpose The power of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue and 
sell bonds for anv purpose whatever 
is neither diminished nor enlarged by 
it, and to say that he will attempt to 
substitute the obligations of the Gov- 
ernment for a plain appropriation of 
money is simply to assert that he will 
deliberately violate his official oath 
and subject himself to impeachment 
and removal. 

Whatever he may do or omit to do 
under the resumption act, he must 
execute this measure, when it becomes 
a law, according to its true intent and 
meaning, or he must submit to the 
consequences. However great may 
be our want of confidence in his finan- 
cial policy, and however much we 
may regret his unyielding hostility to 
all measures for the relief of the 
couutry, we are not authorized, I 
think, "to assume in advance that he 
will contumaciously refuse to obey 
the will of the people when embodied 
in the form of positive law. That he 
will limit the purchase of bulliou and 
the coiuage of the silver dollars to 
the minimum amount specified is not 
only possible but very probable: and 
this is the one feature in the proposed 
amendment to which I have serious 
objections. 

The Senate has declared by a large 
vote that the coinage should be limi- 
ted to a sum of not less than $2,000,- 
00,0 nor more thau $4,000,000 per 
mouth, If the execution of this meas- 
ure could be intrusted to a public of

maximun instead of the minimum 
amouut allowed by the amendn 
But situated as we are, we all k i 
or at least we all have reasons to .. . 
lieve that not a dollar beyond the 
minimum amount will be coined, aud 
consequently the process of getting 
this money into circulation will be 
too slow to afford the measure of re- 
lief which the people now demand 
and need. But it will certainly af- 
ford some relief. It will reverse the 
griuding process that has been going 
on for the last few years. Instead i ' 
constant and relentless contraction- 
instead of constant appreciation 
money and depreciation of property 
we will have expansion to the extent 
of at least $2,f 00,000 per month, and 
under its influences the exchangeable 
values of commodities, including 1; 
bor, will soon reoin to rise, thus ii 
viting investments, infusing life into 
the dead industries of the country, 
and quickening the pulsations of 
trade in all its departments. 

The only amendment which has at- 
tracted much attention or excited 
much opposition is the one which 
constitutes the second section of the 
bill as it comes back to us from the 
Senate. It is said by the opponents 
of this amendment that it looks to 
the formation of entangling alliances 
with foreign nations concerniug a 
matter of purely domestic concern, 
and that its probable effect will be to 
again demonetize silver and return to 
the single gold standard in thiscoun 
try. To all this the answer is very 
short and simple. It proposes no 
league or alliance with anybody for 
any purpose, No one, I presume, 
will deny that the qnestion as to 
what ought to be, or shall be, the rel- 
ative legal values of gold and silver

flone by such an official is to consult 
with representatives of other nations, 
to ascertain what has been experience 
of the people at different times and 
under various circumstances, and, if 
possible, to agree upon and propose 
a common ratio which will have at 
least a strong tendency to prevent 
great and sudden fluctuations in the 
tpgket values of the two metals and 
sjflfere regularity and stability in 
tJRr circulation as money. It will be 
the province of Congress at last to 
settle the question so far as it relates 
to our own country, and it seems to 
me that the more information we have 
upon it the more likely we, or our 
succes&ors, will be to settle it cor- 
rectly. 

Except during a period of 17 
yean from 1817, to 1834, silver 
has always been undervalued in 
its relation to gold by the coin- 
age laws of this country. Such 
was the case continually from 1834 

UNTIL ITS DEMONETIZATION IN 1873-4, 

aod the inevitable consequence was 
that the silver of full legal weight 
and fineness had entirely disappeared 
from our circulation for at least 20 
years before the suspension of specie 
payments ic 1861-62. At the very 
time of its demonetization it was 
worth from 3 to 84, per cent more 
than gold, and therefore could 
have been kept in circulation 
gold even if specie payments had 
been resumed on the double stand- 
ard. 

By the coinage act of April 2, 1792, 
the ratio between gold and silver was 
established at 15 to 1 ; that is, the sil- 
ver dollar was made to contain 371 J 
grains of pure silver and the eagle 
247J grains of pure gold, or 24} 
grains to the dollar. At that very 
time 1 ounce of pure gold would pur 
chase only 14.43 ounces of pure silver, 
and so it continued, with the excep 
tion of a few years, to be underval- 
ued according to provisions of the 
act until, when it began steadily to 
depreciate relatively to gold, although 
its purchasing power with reference 
to all other things was rapidly increas- 
ing during the same time. Finally, 
in 1834, it had reached a point where 
15.73 ounces could be purchased with 
1 ounce of gold, and when Congress 
amended the coinage act for the pur- 
pose of more nearly equalizing the 
legal values of the' two metals in the 
future. 

This was attempted, not by increas- 
ing the amount of metal in the silver 
dollar, as the special advocates of 
gold insist shall be done now, but by 
^miuishing the amount of gold in 
lie eagle from 247$ to 234 grains. 
This proved to be a very great under- 
valuation of silver, and in 1837 an- 
other change was made, not in the sil- 
ver coin but in the gold eagle, which 
was made to contain 232.2 grains, so 
that the legal equivalency between 
the two metals became 15.98 of silver 
to 1 of gold. At that time the sctual 
mercantile 'equivalency between the 
metals was 15.83 of silver to 1 of gold,

I am in favor of every practical 
constitutional measure that will I 
a tendency to defeat or retard th< 
perpetration of this great crime, am 
I am also in favor of every practi 
cable and constitutional measure that 
will aid us in devising a just aud 
permanent ra io of value between the 
two metals, so that they may 
circulate side by side aud not alter- 
nately drive each other into exile from 
one country to another. Our ratio, as 
recognized by the present bill, is 
15.98 to 1, while the ratio established 
by the States composing the Latin 
Union, France, Belgium, Switzerland, 
Italy, and, I believe, Greece also, is 
15 to I, We therefore undervalue 
silver as compared with the valuation 
put upon it by those countries. Silv- 
er is now appreciating in the market, 
and its remonetization and restora- 
tion to the coinage by this country 
will undoubtedly accelerate its appre- 
ciation in the future. What then 
will happen? 

Whenever the market value of the 
metal becomes greater than the legal 
value fixed by one statute, we will 
witness precisely the same thing that 
occurred under the act of 1837— silver 
will leave the country and go where 
it is justly and equably valued by law. 
Like every other article, if left free 
to follow the natural laws of trade 
it will always find the best market-

I shall nftt now enter into an exam 
ination of in causes which have com 
bined to depreciate the relative value 
of silver ancfmo appreciate the value 
of gold sincem876, but I am one of 
those who belUve they are transient 
and temporary JL their nature, and 
that when they lave passed away or 
been removed bwbe separate or unit- 
ed action of the nVtious most deeply 
interested in the sibject, the old ratio 
of actual and relaive value will be 
reestablished on al firmer foundation 
than ever. I know that the world's 
stock of precious Aetata is none too 
large, and I see noVeason to appre- 
hend that it will Vver become so. 
Mankind will be forVinate indeed if 
the annual production of gold and 
silver coin shall keefc pace with the 
annual increase of population, com- 
merce, and industry! According to 
my view of the subjeit, the conspira- 
cy which seems to havk been formed 
here and in Europe to destroy by 
legislation and otherwise from three- 
sevenths to one half of the metallic 
money of the world is the most gigan- 
tic crime of this or any other age. 

The consummation of such a scheme 
would ultimately entail more misery 
upon the human race than all the 
wars, pestilence, and famine that 
ever occurred in the history of the 
world. The absolute and instanta- 
neous destruction of half the entire 
movable property of the world, in- 
cluding bouses, ships, railroads, and 
| all other appliances of carrying on 
" commerce, while it would be felt more 
sensibly at the moment, would not 
produce anything like the prolonged 
distress and disorganization of socie- 
ty that must evidently result from the 
premanent annihilation of one half of 
the metallic; money of the world. 
With an ample currency, an indus- 
trious and frugal people will speedily 
rebuild their works of internal im- 
provement and repair losses of prop- 
erty, but no amount of industry or 



ihould be reopened aud prolonged 
beyond our present expectations it is 
reasonable to suppose that these two 
great countries, with an aggregate 
population of more than 112,000,000, 
will soon resume the payment of 
specie— that is, silver— and thus cre- 
ate a new and large demand for that 
metal. This, if it should occur, will 
still further appreciate its value and 
still more increase our danger of los- 
ing it unless we can have some un- 
derstanding and concert of action 
with the Dations of Europe. There is 
uo danger, in my opinion, that any 
conference upon this subject will re- 
sult in a recommendation to increase 
the quantity of silver in the dollar, 
because we uow have more than the 
principal States with which the con- 
ference is to be held; and as to the 
fear, expressed by some, that this is 
simply a new movement in the inter- 
est of demonetization, I think an ex- 
amination of the proposed amend- 
ment will show it to be entirely 
groundless. The President will have 
no authority to invite a conference 
for any such purpose, and the com- 
missioners appointed by him will 
have no right to consider or report 
upon any such question. 

The amendment itself states the ob 
ject of the proposed conference ae 
succinctly and plainly as it can be 
done. Here it is: 

Sec. 2. That immediately after the passage 
of thH act the President shall Invite the (icv. 
eminent* of the countries eomposlDR the 
Latin Union, so called, and of such other Eu- 
ropean nations a-> he mav ,i,ein advisable, to 
join the United States in a conference, to ado] 
between gold and silver, f. 
; - -'nternationr"- ■ 
securing fl: . 

It is "to adopt a common ratio be 
tween gold and silver, for the pur- 
pose of establishing internationally 
the use of bimetallic money," not a 
single standard of either gold or sil- 
ver, but a double standard, as we had 
iu this country from 1792 to 1874, and 
as we will have again when this bill 
becomes a law. The amendment 
then provides for the meeting of th< 
conference within six months, for a 
report to the President aud its trans- 
mission to Congress, and for the com- 
pensation of the commissioners. 

England, having demonetized silver 
in 1816 and having steadily adhered 
to the single gold standard ever since, 
can not properly have any represen- 
tation or voice in the proposed con- 
ference unless she is prepared to con- 
sider the propriety of restoring to 
silver coin its money function 
throughout the British Empire; but 
the States of the Latin Union, which 
the President is specially directed to 
invite, are deeply interested in the 
questions to be considered, and

It seems 
to me now, notwithstanding the pres- 
ent temporary depreciation of silver, 
that the most probable result of the 
proposed conference will be the rec- 
ommendation of a small diminution 
of the quantity of silver in our dollar 
and a small iucrease of the quantity 
in the 5-franc piece, aud that the 
countries using the two coins may 
stand hereafter on common ground 
with reference to this subject. 

I have now stated hurriedly, and 
without much method or arrange 
meut, my views of the amend merits 
proposed by the Senate, so far as they 
have made material alterations iu the 
origiual bill, aud I desire to add only 
iu conclusion that while the measure, 
iu its present form, is uot what the 
couutry had a right to expect, it is 
infinitely better than anything the 
people have ever been able to obtain 
at the hands of Congress during the 
last fifteen years. It is the first vic- 
tory won by the people during many 
years of warfare with the consoli- 
dated wealth of this aud other coun- 
tries, and although it is not by any 
means a complete triumph, it marks 
the beginning of a new and more popu, 
lar era in national legislation; it at- 
tests a mighty revolution in public 
sentiment as represented here at the 
japital; and it places the great in- 
lustrial and producing masses of the 
people in the front and the nonpro- 
ducers in the rear. For fifteen years 
the people have been on the defen- 
sive, and although fortified by the 
plainest provisions or law and the 



clearest principles of equity, they 
have been continually driven from 
one position to another until they

Our power of legislation over this 
subject will not be exhausted by the 
passage of this measure, and we 
ought not to halt for a single moment 
in our efforts to complete the work of 
relief inaugurated by it. 

The struggle now going on cannol 
cease, and ought not to cease, until 
all the industrial interests of this 
country are fully and finally emanci- 
pated from the "heartless domination 
of syndicates, stock exchanges and 
other great combinations of money 
grabbers iu this country and in Eu 
rope. 

Let us, if we can do no better, pass 
bill after bill, embodying in each 
some one substantial provision for re- 
lief, and send them to the Executive 
for his approval. If he withholds his 
signature, and we are unable to 

the necessary vote, here or else- 
e, to enact them into 1; 
withstanding his veto, let us, as a last 
resort, suspend the rules and put 
them into the general appropriation 
bills, with the distinct understanding 
that if the people can get no relief 
the Government can get no money. 

Secretary Carlisle has abandoned 
his intention of coming to Kentucky, 
as he is on trial at Washington for 
unnecessarily increasing the public 
debt (before a Senate committee of 
investigation into the recent bond is- 
sues) aud has written another letter 
denying that he was a silver man in 
1878. In order that the public may 
judge intelligently, his "before tak 
ing" speech is given in full to-day. 
Unless Mr. Carlisle said one thing 
and meant another he was at that 
time an advocate of 'unlimited coin- 
age," though he opposed -'free" coin- 
age, holding that the government 
should have the seignorage. It is 
worthy of note that the bill then ad- 
vocated by Mr. Carlisle, a short step 
the right direction as he said, be- 
came a law and that the government 
now has on hand 5124,000,000 of sil- 
bullion seignorage, representing 
the difference between the coined val- 
aud the commercial value 
$425,000,000 of silver, and 
Mr. Carlisle now holds that this 
profit to the government should uot 
be coined iuto money aud President 
Cleveland vetoed a bill authorizing 
its coinage.

ELEOTRIO HEA.TING. 

It It Becoming Mora Practicable 
Convenient House Warmer. 

Some interesting facts In regard tl 
the steady extension of electric heat- 
ing are brought out by W. S. Had- 
away, Jr., says the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. More large contracts 
for electrio car heaters have been 
closed during the winter than ever 
before, and there is .every evidence 
that the electric car heater has be- 
come a staple commercial device. 
While most of the electric car heat- 
ers now made fail to meet the condi- 
tions of ideal car heating, the fact 
that several thousand cars are being 
equipped with them is significant 
testimony as to their 1 value. As a 
matter of fact, the heating of cars by 
electricity is more expensive than by 
the ordinary methods, but, as a well 
known street railway expert says, 
the decision for or against heating in 
any particular case must be reached 
on the distinct basis that collateral 
advantages and not coal economy 
form the real criterion. The man- 
ager of a large plant which has been 
using heaters this winter with a oon- 
sidesabie expenditure of power, says 
that IVoosts him much more, in fact, 
about four times as much, to heat 
his cars by electric heaters as it did 
by coal stoves. He says, however, 
that he saves two seats in the car; 
the people like the system of heat- 
ing, and the cars are more attrac- 
tive for this reason, and that on the 
whole he believes in it, and would 
not go back to the old system, nor 
would he fail io adopt electrio beat- 
ing if the decision were to be made 
again. For the heating of buildings 
electricity is rapidly making its way, 
especially in England and France. 
It received quite a stimulus from its 
successful application to the heating 
of the Vaudeville theater in London, 
where a low-pressure hot water sys- 
tem was used. The necessary fur- 
nace was found to be an incumbrance 
and an extreme inconvenience* and 
by using electricity that difficulty 
was overcome. It was found taW in 
ordinary cold weather only two or 
three hours' heating were required, 
while with the hot water system it 
was impossible to limit the time, as 
the water took two or three hours 
to heat up, and the same to cool 
down. The electric radiator is now 
the favorite method of heating of- 
fices, libraries, cabins of steamships 
and yachts, bathrooms of houses, 
eta The cost of hearting a bathroom, 
say 20 minutes each day, is three 
and a third cents, or practically one 
dollar a month. The cost of electric 
cooking is, roughly, two and five- 
tenths cents per person per meal, 
which compares favorably with other 
sources of heat for cooking. "*• One 
singular application of electric heat- 
ing is reported from a brush factory 
for the warming of the pitch used to 
fatten bristles in the brushes. When 
the factory was built the problem of 
obtaining high temperature for heat- 
lntr oitch and other applications 



without- employing gas or other 
forms of flames or fire in the shop 
presented itself, and the under- 
writers were appeased by the adop- 
tion of electricity for the purpose. 
Other novel applications of electric 
heating mentioned by Mr. Hadaway 
are to maintaining the needed high 
temperature of 125 nine-pound sad- 
irons in u linen factory, and the heat- 
ing of the water baths of 50 glue 
pots in a book bindery. Where the 
health of the workmen is considered 
the use of electric heating in place 
of flume or fire greatly simplifies the 
problem of ventilation.

THE MAKINQ_ OF PEHS. 

More Steel Used for Them Than for 
Guns. 

"Do you know anything about 
pens?" asked a Nassau street sta- 
tioner of a reporter for the New 
York Mail and Express. "I thought 
you didn't. Now let me tell you 
something about the metallic pen 
that you never dreamed of. It re- 
quires the finest kind of steel to make 
a really first-class pen. I have been 
overhauling records and find that 
a greater quantity of steel is used 
annually in the pen-making business 
than in all the gun, sword and needle 
manufactories in the world. The re- 
cent popularity of the typewriter 
has, of course, diminished the use of 
pens, but the output is enormous, 
nevertheless. 

"In Birmingham, England, there 
are a number of pen manufactories 
that turn out a total of 150,000 pens 
every working week. The majority 
of the workers are women, and the 
wages, while low, help to make Bir- 
mingham a notable seat of industry. 
To make a million pens a full ton of 
steel is required. There is really so 
much work about the manufacture of 
pens that it is surprising that they 
sell as cheap as they do; but, as I 
have said, the production is so great 
that it is a profitable business. Pens 
have been in use a whole century 
now, but 40 years ago, when they 
took the place of quills as the popu- 
lar ink spreader, it was one of the 
secrets of tho ago how that slit was 
made in the pen. Those employed 
in that particular branch of the 
work were obliged to record an oath 
that they would not reveal the se- 
cret of what slit-cutting process. 

"The secret beoaane an open one, 
though, in the natural course of 
events, and soon almost every inter- 
ested parson knew that the slit was 
made with a pair of scissors fixed in 
a press. Men perform the initial 
work. That is to say, they roll out 
the steel to the proper thickness. 
The women then 'take bold, cutting 
the steel into strips as wide as two 
■Pfjus are loatg. ^Presses do the cut- 
ting for the women, The steel when 
it leaves the presses is shaped like a 
pen, but is flat The forms made by 
these presses are then put into a red- 
hot furnace, and when thoroughly 
heated are taken eut and permitted 
to cool slowly. This process makes 
them soft Then the women use fast 
presses, that hammer the points as 
well as stamp the name of manufac- 
turer. 

"This done, the pens are heated 
again, and while still hot are oast 
into oil. They are much harder, but 
dirty and greasy when taken out. 
To clean and whiten them they are 
then boiled in water, to which soda 
has been added. The next step is 
to place them in a cylinder which re- 
volves over gas jets. This turns 
them blue. A number of o1' 
minor details and the pen is packed 
and ready for the market. Whether 
it be the rich or the poor man's pen, 
the mode of manufacture js alike."
